Prayers 
are communicated directly from the hearts of the believers and it is 
done in congregation. Modem democracy has not yet fully reached the 
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basic principles of Islam.

Americans speak 
proudly of Govt, of the people, by the people and for the people, but 
under Islam, the form that democracy takes is as the Govt, of Allah and 
by Allah but through and for his people. Under Islam sovereignty must 
always rest ultimately not in the people but in Allah.

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Pollutants and it's Recycling

Pollution is a Greek word, the root meaning is defilement, 
according to Spillaus, "pollution is an undesirable change in physical, 
chemical, and biological characteristics of air, water, land and 
atmosphere, that will be harmful to man and other living organisms 
(Plants and Animals) we consider the pollution in a broad sense as 
thermodynamic disorder that is the product of energy conversion and 
use of resources. 

Pollutants are produced by industrial agriculture and domestic 
activities as well as by natural ecosystem, but natural ecosystem 
recycles her pollutants as soon as possible. Twentieth century comes to 
close the sheer volume and increasingly poisonous nature of man made 
pollutants threatened the integrity of nature and cultural development 
of man. There are several different kinds of pollutants some of them 
are very useful when it comes to things about overall problems of 
pollution abatement. 

Biogradable pollutants, such as domestic sewage that can be rapidly 
decomposed by natural processes or engineered system municipal 
sewage system plants, where electrical energy and machines are used 
to speed up natural decomposition by micro-organisms. In other words 
this category includes substances for which there exists efficient 

hme^ 1 WaStC treatment mechanisms *at have evolved through eons of 

Thermal pollutants or heat pollutants Carbon dioxide Co2 nitrate 
and other by products of metabolism and complete combustion of fuels 
and these are disposable by natural processes. 

Problems arise with degradable types when it is put into the 
environment that exceeds the decomposition, dispersal or recycling 
capacities. No doubt, recycling of domestic sewage (Pollutants) is very 1

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easy and well developed It just needs awareness about it.' 

Usually domestic sewage is treated into three ways. Primary 
treatment a mechanical screening and sedimentation of solid, which 
are buried, burned or processed for fertilizers. Secondly treatment 
biological reduction of organic matter and tertiary chemical removed 
of phosphates, nitrate persistent organic and other material. It is a 
successful method used with special equipment and fuel energy needed 
for the removal of wastes. Nondegradable pollutants constitute a 
second major class of pollutions that includes long chain of detergents, 
glass, phenolic chemicals, plastic and other material that are not 
degradable in natural process. Nondegradable are parts of solid wastes 
of towns, cities that often end up in landfills be more and more in the 
future attempts, will be made to separate degradable and 
nondegradable materials in solid waste stream, with a former used as 
fuel and fertilize red and recycled. 

Finally, I come to 3rd class of pollutants the poisons which are 
dangerous and not easily degradable. Burning of the fossil fuels, uses 
of chemicals, pesticides, insecticides and radioactive substances, 
however these greatly increases the concentration of those volatile 
oxides in the air and constitute about 150 million tons of industrial air 
pollutants coal burning electrical generating plants and automobile are 
the major sources of No2 sulfur dioxide is very pathogenic for 
photosynthetic process. The oxides of nitrate are particularly harmful 
to lunges and also contribute to the increase in respTatory diseases, 
cancer and skin infections. 

Green house effects is a term that has been coined to describe the 
rise in the global temperature, that is triggered by increasing amount of 
gaseous in the atmosphere. For the control of these components 
(Pollutants) there is need of worldwide coordination among the people 
and governments, and create awareness about the uses of fossils fuels 
and importance of forest wild life and plantation all over the world.

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ECONOMIC IMPACTS OF ON GOING 
MEGA PROJECTS IN MAKRAN

Balochistan has unique geo-political significance of its own. 44 /o 
of Pakistan's massland, touching Afghanistan and Iran without any 
geographical barriers and commanding over more than 900 miles of 
the Arabian sea coastline including the north shores of the strait of 
Harmuz. It is because of Balochistan's coastline that Pakistan has an 
easy access to the Strait of Hormuz, through which oil tankers bound 
for the west and Japan, have to pass out of the Persian Guef. Why 
Balochistan was kept backward, despite of immense geo-political 
importance? Some people couteud that Britons were folly aware of the 
economic, commercial and geo-strategic importance of Balochistan, 
hence they persuade a policy of keeping the region less attractive kept 
backward and somewhat a dark region for the foreign powers under 
colonial rule. Hence the province was kept backward and least 
developed after independence. 

But the 9/11 strategies in U.S, Balochistan emerged out as a 
frontline province in U.S. led world coalition war against Al-Qaeda 
and Taliban in Afghanistan. Balochistan's geo-political, strategic and 
commercial importance exposed to the outer world during the U.S war 
against Afghanistan. This developed foreign interest in Balochistan 
and they began making huge investments in Balochistan. At present at 
least six foreign funded projects are in process in the province. Out of 
these six mega projects four are in execution in Makran region. 

They are Marani Dam, Rs. 2.24 billion have been earmarked for it,

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Rs. 2.35 billion for Makran coastal highway Rs. 3 billion for the first 
phase of Gwader deep sea port, and Rs. 360 million for Gwader fish 
horbour, similarly Rs. 350 million for Gwader Turbat road. 

Out of these projects, Mirani Dam and Gwader deep-sea port are of 
immense geo-political economic and commercial importance. They 
have various pleasant economic impacts with few reservations. 

1. Mirani Dam: - It is the most publicized mega project lunched in 
Balochistan by the present government. It is being constructed across 
Dashth River at the confluence of Kech and Nehing River, 43 km west 
of Turbat. This Dam is supposed to provide irrigation water to a total 
command area of 3,200 acres. The gross storage capacity of the Dam 
is estimated as 0.302 mi llion-acre feet; with a (average annual release) 
sustainable storage capacity is of 114,000 acre-feet. The life span of 
Dam is estimated to be 30 years. It will take four years to be completed 
and work on it has commenced from August 2002. 

2. Economic impacts of Mirani Dam: - According to official 
claims, the project would exist orchards, vegetables and fodder and 
wheat crop by 85 percent of this 36 percent is expected in Kharif and 
49 percent in Rabi. It is also claimed that a plenty of water will be 
available for agriculture purposes, in the Dashth valley. Balochistan 
coastal belt is sprawling over an area of 18,860 miles has also been 
undertaken on experimental basis for the cultivation of palm oil, 
papaya betel nuts, betel leaves, pineapples, guava, banana, leachee, 
spices’ cardamom, and other fruits, and growers have obtained 
encouraging results. But all these could not cultivated on large-scale 

solely due lack of sweet water. 

Already Makran region is producing 403, 584 metric tonnf date. 
Out of an exportable surplus of60,000 M.T. and earning $ 250 million 
as foreign exchange. By the construction of Miriam Dam more lands 
are brought under cultivation in Dashth valley, Radbun, and suntser 
and an increase in the production of fruits and crops. 
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Environmentally, the stoppage of water raise the under ground 
water table from Mirani up to Dashth valley delta near jiwani, not only 
hundred Karez can be explored but all the redundant Karezes can get a 
new lease of life. Government deems that this dam is environment 
friendly, with no negative effects and only 11,00 persons will be 
shifted to the alternative places and only 4800 acres of the flood 
effected will submerses due to the project. 

But there are several reservations about the construction of this 
dam. According*to preservationists that on economic front it will 
deprive thousands of families in the well-populated villages Kalatuk in 
the east and up to Rohdbun in the west, whose livelihood depends 
upon flood irrigation on the both embankments of river Dashth, 
stretching a length of 200 km. 

They also chaim this dam is being constructed primarily for the 
purpose of supplying water for the military industrial complex at 
Gwader with a population of 2.5 million in 10 years, and the need of 
supply for water will be 150 million gallon per day. And no water will 
be available for agriculture purposes in Dashth valley. They resemble 
mirani dam with that of Hub dam, where now no water is being 
supplied for agriculture purposes almost entire water is being supplied 
to Karachi for industrial and household use. 

According to the estimates the average rainfall for the catchments is 
2.4 inches of Marani dam. But the floods are exceptions, and there is 
no well-automated monitoring network for floods and rains. The 
annual rudiment flow in the reservoir is 700 acre-feet enhanced 
sedimentation may decrease the life span of dam from 30 years to 10. 
According to hydrogenates, the danger of subonersion of cultivated 
lands in Koshkalat in the east and rod bun in the west will increase. 

3. Gwader Deep Sea Port: - The work on the first phase of Gwader 1 
deep-sea port is in program with the Chinese assistance for the Rs. 3 
billion with the development of Gwader deep-sea port, Pakistan would 
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serve as a gateway to Asian states, China, Srilanka, Arabian states 
Oman, UAE, Saudi Arabia, Qatar, Iraq, land locked control Asian 
states and Afghanistan, for traffic, trade, tourism, commerce and 
industry, through sea lane and over land routes. 

4. Economic Impacts Of Gwader Deep Sea Port: - After completion 
Gwader is going to be the oil shipment point for the whole region 
including central Asia and China etc. oil producing and importing 
countries will be provided with huge oil storage space for onward 
transportation. 

The establishment of a free trade area and an export-processing 
zone are the part of Gwader deep-sea port. Pakistan would get its share 
in terms of economic benefits, which come from trade and exploration 
activities in the region. Pakistan can hope a substantial investment 
from the United States and the western countries. 

This is perhaps one and only project in Pakistan, which has 
immense potential for economic activities. This project attracts a large 
number of foreign as well as domestic investors and financiers in the 
Pakistan than the Suez Canal has been to Egypt. 

Gwader port project has in fact opened new door to foreign and 
domestic investment in infrastruction development in Balochistan. A 
huge amount is going to be invested in the construction of water 
supply reservoir for supplying water to Gwader, electrification of 
Gwader and its suburbs, constriction of road and highways. The 
government has taken the first step by constructing a water supply 
project in Gwader for Rs. One billion, allocated and on the 
construction of roads in Gwader Rs. 100 million are allocated. 

There are few foreign funded Highway projects to the work on 
Gwader Karachi Highway is in progress to link Gwader with afghan 
border a highway is being constructed via Turbat, Awaran, Mashkay, 
Khuzdar, and Quetta, this road will open up the half of Balochistan the 
economic activities. Investment in basic infrastructure will open up the 
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| economic potential of Makran to the other regions of the country. 

The Balochistan government has already prepared a plan for the 
construction of Gwader Saindak highway. Kharan, Naukkandi and 
Saindak. It is the shortest route to link western and southwestern 
Afghanistan and land locked central Asian states, with the deep 
warm-water port of Gwader. This route is 700 Km running parallel to 
Pak-Iran border with no major mountains and rivers. This route is also 
ideal to build a railroad system between Gwader and central 
Asia.Asian development bank would provide funds for all these 
highways projects. 

The construction of highway network has positive and deep-rooted 
effects on the regional development. 

These highways would promote international transit trade, and 
provide basic infrastructure for setting up industrial units based on 
local raw material. These would facilitate speedier transportation for 
agricultural goods esp. date of Makran to markets and supplying 
machinery for small medium industries based on local row material. 
The highways would provide easy access and open up the under 
developed and backward area of Makran and provide new jobs to the 
local labour farce. 

Further modem city of Gwader would be the Hub of industrial and 
commercial activities. It will benefit the local people the most. In order 
to reap the full-fledged fruits of on going mega projects, there is a dire 
need of industrialization and investment in human resource base. This 
region posses huge economic industrial potential in key sectors, 
agriculture, livestock, fisheries, and mineral resources. A large number 
agro-based, livestock-based, fishery based and mineral-based \ 
industries can be set up in other districts, like, Awaran, Khuzdar and 
Kharan. This will reduce the regional disparity created from mega 
projects in Gwader, and boost up the standard of living the local 
people. 
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Another sector that enable the local people to benefit from the 
primary fruits of mega projects, is investment in human resource. Not 
only Makran, but also the whole province has gotten a weak human 
resource base and technologically backward area. Human resource 
development is a key area that seeks immediate attention. In the future 
scenario only a technical person would have some worth in the society. 
Those who build up there and develop technical skill would be fit to 
survive the technological boom. Human capital is the primary asset 
and its development is of key importance in alleviating poverty and to 
sustain economic in the region long term sustainable growth and 
poverty reduction objectives are economically linked to significant 
investment in human capital. 

Education is the tool of human resource base development and 
economic growth. Government should established quality education 
institutions and technical training centres imparting training and 
expertise in various skills to local youth, so that they might benefit 
from the economic activities going on in the technologically backward 
region. 

At present Balochistan government has taken few steps in this 
direction. Government intends to establish a polytechnic institute in 
Gwader for Rs. 200 million. And a fisheries training institute for Rs. 2 
billion. And government also announced to train at least 100 people 
for immediate training at Karachi port trust. But these are only few 
steps still the majority of the population is derived of education, clean 
water, basic health facilities and economic opportunities. Still there is 
a long way to go government should guarantee the legitimate interests 
of the local people by starting a blot project to impart technical 

education and training to the projects are launched. 

4. Conclusion: - Nothing can change the life style of the people 
until and unless they accept the future challenges making up their mind 
for the change Society will continue to go ahead leaving those behind 
who would not survive the evolution. One should keep in mind that 
God does not change one’s fate until and unless he himself intends to 
do so. 
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Importance of fungi in our life

It is a fact that the green plants are the blessing of God. Because 
they have chlorophyll and synthesis that prepare food for the living 
world anima l, and human being, absorb and release atmospheric Co2 
and oxygen. 

Due to the green plants our earth, atmosphere, water remain 
balance, pure and beneficial for us. Among these plants one group is 
present, which is achlorophyllous, cant synthesize food, but plays a 
very important role in our life and economically too much important 
called fungi. 

Commonly very famous among the unbiologist is in the name of 
mushroom. Really Botanically it is not so, mushroom is a type of fungi 
is a group of thallophytic, and a kingdom of living world according to 
recent classification of "Margulis and SCHWARTZ" 1982 it consists 
of 80, 000 to species. Fungi are eukaryote and ubiquitous mean world 
wide in distribution. They range in size from in unicellular 
microscopic yeast and bacteria and macroscopic fleshy agarics 
(Mushroom) and to Polypores (Bracket Fungi). Fungi are 
heterotrophic; they get their food as parasite or as saprophyte. 

Fungi play an important role, fungi are harmful, and it is pathogenic 
cause disease in plants and Animal. And play fallowing harmful 
effects. 

1. In class Phycomycetes of fungi there are several species occur in 
India some of them saprophytic, many of them are parasitic they cause 
diseases and great loss of plants and anima l such as: 

Saprolegnia which is a parasitic on fish and fish egg and cause 
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considerable damage to fish hatchers, some may attack on the aquatic 
plant 

Many of terrestrial Phycomycetes are very destructive to crop plant 
causing serious disease like mildew and blight. Some common 
diseases caused by phythium are given below: 

a. "Damping off' of cress (lepidium) tobacco Nicotiana tobaccum) 
and challis (capsicum) is caused by phythium debaryanum. 

b. "Soft rot" of papaya (carica papaya) and damping of potato is 
caused by phythium apheridermatum it is also common in "Ceylon, 
Cuba, Hawaii, and South Africa Rhizome rot" of Ginger (Zingiber 
officinal) is caused by Phythium myerotylum. 

c. "Wheat rot" of wheat and rhizome and root of turmeric is caused 
by P graminicolum. 

d. Late blight of potato caused by Phytophthora infestina, very wide 
spread in some western countries. 

Ascomycetes are of tremendous importance to men, the blue mold 
(Aspergillus’s) and green mould (Pencillium) and much other cause 
great damage to foods and consumers good, such as leather and 
fabrics. 

They are the worst enemies since attack crop plant as well as timber 
and ornamental plants causing disease such as apple scab, brown rot of 
stone fruit, powdery mildews, foot rot of cereal carrot, com and many 
others. 

Many disease of our domestic Animal and men himself are caused 
by them "Aspergillus's" a respiratory example TOKELAN disease 
resembling ring warm is caused by fungus belonging to this group. 

Some species of yeast are pathogenic causing disease of tomato 
fruit (Neamatospora Lycopersicum) garden bean (N phasoli) cotton N 
gossipii) and hazel nut (N coryle) several species are pathogenic on 
men which attack the skin and central nervous system. 

Puccinia cause a disease called Rust they cause three common rust 
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on wheat namely black or stem rust (P gramineper, yellow or striperust 
P glumerum) brown or orange leaf rust. All our cereal plant is such as 
rye, oat, barely, wheat, hare one or more such disease. 

Rust attacks our fruit crops including pears; apple, peach, and our 
ornamental plant such as hollyhock, roses and bean, beet, onion rust 
also-attack on the trees, pines, fire and sprules. 

The various mould fungi, Rhizopus, muccor Aspergillus's and 
Pencillium etc spoil our food. Their spores are always in the air and 
settle down on exposed pickle, jelly, bread and fruit develop 
mycelium. These foods, articles are unfit for human uses. 

There are some species, which cause disease in Human. The 
common fungal disease from which, men suffer skin disease. A 
Microsprium are responsible for most case of ringworm of scalp in 
children but more rarely in adult. 

* 

The genus Candida (Manilia) includes species, which cause a throat 
and mouth disease called thrush. 

Pulmonary infection, disease of nail and mucous membrane of 
genital organ, various type of skin disease possibly the most serious 
fungal disease is that called "MODURAFOOT" which is prevalent in 
India and other tropical countries. Its principal affects the foot and 
cause ulceration, granulation and necrosis of the bones. 

Beside skin disease some fungi are reported to cause disease of 
lungs and nervous system, cryptococcus neoforraums is the cause of 
human disease known as crytococcosis which may take the form of 
pulmonary disease, for more serious it may lead to mental disorder. 

According to skinner Emmons tsuchya 1947 "Aspergillus's pf lungs 
is much more prevalent in birds, it also occur in cattle sheep, horses 
and more rare in human. 

According to "Gaumann and dodge 1928 several species of 
mucorales seriously attack human internal organ e.g. 

Absidia corymbifera is associated with human branchemysis. A

Instead of these above-mentioned harmful effect fungi play 
beneficial role for us. The existence of fungi is necessary for us, and 
living world. The positive aspects of fungi are diseased as. 

Fungi are best decomposers and were called "vegetable 
VULTORE" by RUFRUF, They decompose plants and animal 
remained release Co2 that is used by photosynthetic plant. More over 
they add the fertility of soil by adding organic material decomposed by 
them and play important role in recycling of many essential chemical 
element into the soil and atmosphere. 

Fungi such as mushroom (Psalliota Comperstris) puffball 
(lycoperdou) and truffles are edible. There are 2000 species of 
mushroom edible. 

They are important source of protein. Many fungi are important 
source of enzyme in commercial interest such as amylase, pectinase, 
sucrase and zymase etc. 

Species of aspergillus, pencillum and Rhizopus are main product of 
amylase, while zymase complex, so commonly employed in 
fermentation and production of alcohol by yeast. 

Different yeast gives different flavour to alcohol cider, wine, beer, 
brandy, rum and liquors. Large mummers of yeast calls are mixed with 
certain inert matter such as starch then compressed and cut into cube, 
which after dying are sold as yeast cake. Yeast is particularly valuable 
as food also in the treatment of certain skin disease. When yeast 
purified and dried at 125 oC. They are sold in the market as "yeast 
vite’. 

Many species of Ascomycetes have proved beneficial for men just 
like yeast used in bakeries, industries and breweries. 

Penicillin the wondrous antibiotic is the product of Pencillium 
notatum.

citric acid, glutomic acid, and glycerol. 

Some vitamin like B6 and bl2 are extracted from fungi. 

! Many type of alkaloid are produced from fungi such as ergotamine, 

ergoflavan. 

Many fungi have been found to be responsible for producing certain 
antibiotic drugs, which inhibit the growth of pathogenic 
microorganism. Certain selected strain of Pencillium crysogenum and 
P. notatum are commercially used in preparation of penicillin 
antibiotic. It kills bacteria cause pneumonia, sore throat some other 
important Antibiotic recently streptomycin and tetracycline have been 
discovered. 

Many type of fungi are being widely used by scientist in their 
research work of genetic e.g. Neurospora. 

Mycorrihiza are fungal association with root of higher plants, fungi 
provide certain essential element to the plants (nitrogen), and plant 
provide food and shelter to the fungus such symbiotic relationship 
occur in 90% of all families of Leguminoase, higher plant.

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Our Standard of Education

The standard of education in the country is deteriorating day by 
day. A Large number of students are turning out every year from our 
educational institutions with first grade and first position degrees, but 
these degrees are not more than a piece of aimless paper which should 
be thrown in a trash heap as our Honourable ex-prime minister once 
remarked that these degrees are looked with contempt in the well 
advanced foreign countries. I remember once I was reading an editorial 
in daily dawn and with amazement my eyes were struck upon an article 
that read thus: "the British council once interviewed some of the 
teachers for the award of scholarship. Among them was a university 
teacher who failed so miserably in the interview that one of the 
members of the board was obliged to remark to another member who 
happened to be the head of English department in that university this 
is the sort of people you have as teachers How humiliating and 
shameful it is for us all. This is in fact, typical of the staff we are 
producing from our educational institutions. Yet we are unperturbed 
and gloat over this state of affairs. In our country, education lacks 
meaning and purpose. The national education policy in every country 
is planned according to its ideology but in our country we could not 
ascertain for the last fifty years what the real purpose of Pakistan 

ideology is. ... 

Many objections and cries were raised over the issue in question 

but hitherto no well-defined education policy, aimed at guiding the 
nation to its goal is formulated. The planners, policy makers, 
administrators, teachers, students and the out dated examination 
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system all are accountable for the fast deteriorating standards of 
education. But the moral degeneration in our national life is the chief 
culprit. In all our actions we are motivated by material considerations. 
This has adversely affected not only education but our values of life as 
well. This calls for reconstruction our policy and society, which bring 
about revolutionary changes in the life of its individuals, make them 
God fearing and conscience of their obligations. In the present social 
setup even if a man wants to remain honest and up right he cannot do 
so, just because the society in which he lives, does not let him be 
honest and mend his ways. 

What in fact is imperative is the over all planning of the entire 
syllabus from the lower to the higher levels and this job of orientation 
be entrusted to only those who have unflinching faith and belief in 
their ideology and have a lot of experience about the work assigned to 
them. While planning and introducing any new scheme or program, 
the various issues involved should be thoroughly examined and the 
bottlenecks, if any in the way of successful implementation of the 
program should be eliminated. The appointment in the key posts in the 
administration and particularly in the education department should not 
depend entirely on the whims and caprices of the appointing authority. 
Scholarship, competency and integrity should be the only criteria. 
Undue interference from any quarters whatsoever should be 
eliminated. The administration should be provided with legal and 
constitutional safe guards in order that it may carry out its 
responsibilities without fear and favour. If in spite of these safe guards 
the administration lapses into corruption and nepotism, then rigorous 
punishment should be awarded to the offenders including the removal 
from the posts and offices. 

Teachers too, are no less responsible for this deteriorating standard 
of education. Barring a few honourable exceptions most of them are 
teachers by accident, for as an observer it has been my experience that 
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many men having degrees of different categories finding no lucrative 
jobs in the other departments, turn towards teaching and get 
themselves easily accommodated in it thus they lack sincerity of 
purpose, dedication and missionary zeal. Values of life, such as 
integrity, selflessness, tolerances etc have no appeal for them. What is 
most tragic is their moral depravity. Can boys be interested to such 
people? This is why they lack respect in society. All this may appear 
cynical but one cannot deny the truthfulness of the statement. 

The situation can be redeemed firstly, by changing the whole social 
pattern. Secondly, the menace of regionalism and favouritism should 
be done away with. Efforts should be made to select the best talent 
where ever available. Not only the paper qualification but also the 
integrity and talent of the teacher should be given due weight. 

Students apathy and indifference towards studies is today largely 
due to the slackness allowed in the examination. Why should they 
undergo the pain of study when the door of unfair means is wide open 
to them? Besides, their active participation in politics pollutes the 
academic climate of the institutions and in turn adversely affects the 
study of the other students. I would not object to it if it were confined 
to mere political beliefs for, in a democratic society, every individual 
has the liberty to stand by his own convictions and views. 

Contrary to this, students become stooges in the Hnds of their 
political leaders. The leaders should stop infiltrating into the academic 
institutions and the parents and the guardians should dissuade their 
children from participating in active politics. 

Legitimate grievances of the students should be redressed 
forthwith. But the administration should under no circumstance, give 
in to their capricious demands. It should convince them instead of 

accepting their illegitimate demands. 

Worse than this is the irregularity in marking system. While 
awarding marks some are favoured and some are unduly penalized at 
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the cost of dullards because as a teacher I have observed that those 
students who are not up to the mark in classes get the higher marks in 
comparison with those who are hardworking. Most of the hard 
working students write in examination what they knew on their part 
while the dullards write what they fmd in the bazzari books, which are 
bombastic and expressive. So, when an examiner compares this 
student's (dullard) papers with the papers of the hardwiring student he 
finds a big difference in the papers of both of them. He (the examiner) 
in spite of the knowledge that these argumentative and expressive 
words cannot be of a students of today but are the products of unfair 
means, awards higher marks to dullard and ignores the hardworking 
one. Keeping all this in view, we can say that it is chiefly due to the 
lack of integrity among examiners and pressures exerted on them from 
above. 

It is therefore, necessary that while appointing the examiners, their 
past record, integrity and their ability should be kept in view, integrity 
and ablity to withstand all kinds of pressures and appropriate measures 
be taken to ward off pressures political or otherwise on the examiners. 
Those who refuse to yield to pressures should be safeguarded against 
victimization. 

But at the same time, if sufficient evidence is available against an 
examiner regarding indulgence in malpractices he or she should be 
permanently debarred from examiner ship. 

To conclude, in order to stimulate thinking and insight among the 
students, the current practice of setting stereotyped and traditional 
questions should be replaced by new and innovative questions whose 
answer may not be available in cheap bazaari notes. This will reduce 
the student's dependence on the notes and make it obligatory for them 
to go through standards works. Simultaneously the publication and 
sale of trashy notes should be legally banned. There is no dearth of 
talent in the country. What is needed is the proper incentive and 
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reward for the labour of writing standard books that students badly 
need. Here is an appropriate quotation from Shakespeare. He says: 

Shirk no petty expense when you want to enter in the golden 
moment of your life. Trust on God, have perseverance and forge ahead 
and you are bound to reach your goal. "Here lies the key to success".
